consider the conference a t an end, for 
I do not see th e u tility of continuing 
Dur interview w ith th e house confer­ 
rees longer.’* 
Outside of sugar, iron and coal very 
little is said ab o u t th e oth er sched­ 
ules, although the senators say there 
w ill be few m aterial changes in the 
m anufacturing schedules as passed by 
the senate. 
The house conferrees fear 
th a t m any changes w ould bring on 
another debate from the republican 
senators, 
w hereas it is understood 
they w ill n o t delay the passage of the 
bill if the senate schedule upon w hich 
th e republicans have secured conces­ 
sions is allow ed to p rev ail 
The m etal 
schedule w ill have to be changed, 
however, to accord w ith free iron ore 
if it is finally concluded th a t this a rti­ 
cle is to be selected for th e free list 
M embers of the Louisiana delega­

The republican steerin g com m ittee 
of the senate held a session im m ediate­ 
ly afte r the adjournm ent of the senate 
to consider the situation. 
T he under­ 
standing am ong them was to the 
effect th a t the dem ocrats had got 
close enough to g eth er to allow the 
tariff bill to be reported back to the 
senate to-day. 
T here w ere present 
republicans who had inform ation as 
to the statu s of the bill and they 
stated th a t upon th e m anufacturing 
schedules the senate rates in the m ain 
obtained, b u t on th e th ree principa 
item s—sugar, coal, and iron ore—a 
compromise had been reached. 
It 
w as from this standpoint th a t th e re­ 
publicans discussed the bill and the 
possibility of defeating it. 
The im pression prevailed la st n ig h t 
th a t the decisive vote w ould be taken 
to-day and absent senators w ere tele­ 
graphed to re tu rn to W ashington. 
It 
is n o t th e purpose of the republicans 
to consume any tim e in debate. 
I t is 
probable th a t they w ill be w illing to 
take a vote very soon afte r the re p o rt 
is made. 
T heir m otion w ill be to in­ 
definitely postpone the bill, and this, 
they think, w ill be a te s t 
The other 
m otion by the friends of the bill w ill 
be to agree to the re p o rt of the con­ 
ference com m ittee, b u t if the motion 
to indefinitely postpone fails the mo­ 
tion to agree is very likely to be car­ 
ried by the sam e vote.

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FLAMES PLAY HAVOC 
ON AN AFTON FARM 


GEORGE 
SIMMS M EETS W ITH 
A $4,ooo LOSS. 


Fire that Starts Along the C. & N. W . 
Right of W ay and Spreads Through 
Fields to the Barn, Granary and 
House—Very Little Saved and Fur! 
ther Loss Threatened. 


Heavy losses from fires along the 
railroad right-of-way are reported. 
George Sims saw his house and barns 
near Afton burn yesterday afternoon 
w ithout 
being able to help. 
The 
Gazette's Afton correspondent says: 
Smoldering 
timbers 
and 
ruins 
m ark the 6pot where stood the sub­ 
stantial residence and farm buildings 
of George Sims. 
The 
destructive 
fire which occurred between the hours 
of 3 and 4 o'clock yesterday afternoon, 
started along the C. A N. W. right-of- 
way, about a quarter of a mile west 
of the village, and was, in all proba­ 
bility, caused by a spark from the lo­ 
comotive of Train No. 40, which 
passed just before the fire was discov­ 
ered. 
Fanned by the breeze, the 
flames swept along over the parched 
meadow, and despite the utmost exer­ 
tions of the 
neighbors, were not 
stopped until every building on the 
farm of Mr. Simms, including the 
dwelling, two barns, granary, three 
corn 
cribs, 
tool 
sheds, chicken 
bouse 
and 
wagon 
sheds 
had 
been 
burned. 
Only 
by 
the 
most 
strenuous 
efforts 
were 
the residences of F. P. Starr and G. A. 
Lawton, Jr., across the street from 
the Sims residence, saved. 
Help was 
scarce in the village at the time the 
fire broke out, many of the 'citizens 
being at the Baptist Sunday school 
picnic, about a mile and a half from 
town. 
Word finally reached them. 
and they, hastening to the village, 
rendered timely aid in checking the 
flames, and saving adjoining property. 
The fire sp ead to Mr. Sims' woods at 
the north end of which is located the 
new Afton school house, and a posse 
of men apprehensive of results, fired 
the grass surrounding 
the build­ 
ing, a caution, however, that was 
not 
necessary, as 
the fire 
was 
checked ere it had advanced far in the 
woods. 
Mr. Sims loss which will be 
$4,000 at least is partially covered by 
insurance with the La Prairie Go. 
George C. Antisdel, who is working 
the Sims farm, had fifteen tons of hay 
in the big barn also several farm im­ 
plements stored there, all of which 
were destroyed. 
Mr. Antisdel car­ 
ried an insurance of $100 on his 
property. 
A portion of the household 
effects were'saved, and were taken to 
the home of Mr. 
Antisdel,, where 
Mr. Sims and his daughter, 
Mrs. 
T reat will temporarily abide. 
The railroads are having a lively 
tim e fighting fire in the farming or 
prairie parts of Wisconsin, as well as 
in the north, and are in a way losing 
thousands of dollars a day. 
The grass 
and stubble is 60 dry that sparks from 
locomotives easily ignite them, and 
when there is any breeze and plenty 
to feed on there is usually a quicksand 
disastrous blazed Along the Chicago, 
Milwaukee A St. Paul line on the 
Chicago-MilWaukee division yesterday 
there were several costly fires. In one 
place a mile south of Gurney, the flames 
traveled from the right-of-way to a 
large stack of hay and destroyed it in 
spite of a gallant fight made by a 
smoked and singed band of farmers 
who flayed the running blaze in the 
grass with boughs. 
The fire ran 
through a little grove after consuming 
the hay, and threatened at one time 
to destroy s farm house and its group 
of stables and other outbuildings, but 
late in the afternoon the fire-fighters 
succeeded in confining the blaze to the 
stubble and the woods, and in the lat­ 
te r place it was getting a foothold in 
the bark of the green saplings even 
sa d was dancing in the gnarled dry 
limbs of the older trees with some­ 
thing like defiance and determination 
to get another start off to the east 
where some of the 'farmers have left 
their grain in shock to core before 
Stocking. 
To the north of Gurney for several 
■dies furrows have been turned in the 
yellow stubble and even in the almost 
barren pastures a t a short distance 
sw ay from any parallel with the 
tracks. 
In this way the danger is 
lessened considerably, as the fire will 
mot jump except in a very high wind. 
Section hands are at work all along 
the various railroads beating out as 
they can all fires that start, but never­ 
theless many get away from them 
and consume what little the farmers 
have been able to raise without rain. 
A railroad official is authority for 
th e statement th at many of the prai 
■ie fires which have caused losses to 
farm ers were started by the hot rays 
o f the sun. 
Such a thing is not im­ 
possible. 
The official saw that his 
statem ent was not devoid of a humor- 
one side, and admitted that it was just 
a little bit odd to discover th at Old 
8ol selected railroad property to start 
on almost invariably, and that it was 
an easy m atter for a farmer to trace a 
blackened strip through his stubble to 
the tracks and get affidavits of his 
neighbors drawn up by a country jus­ 
tice to prove that sparks from a loco­ 
motive were at the bottom of the 
losses.

Men Interested in the Citizens’ Fire 
Association Sketch the Reasons for 
the Organization's Growth—Large 
Cities Should Bear Their Share of 
the Loss. 
“ Janesville people ought to be in­ 
terested in the figures showing how 
small cities have had to pay for the 
fire losses of big cities," said a business 
man today. 
“ Reliable information 
from various sources shows plainly 
that fires from the metropolitan cities, 
especially on certain classes of large 
risks, far exceed the profit line to the 
fire insurance companies on the pre­ 
miums paid to this class. 
This difi- 
ciency has always been made up on 
the smaller risks, panicnlarly on the 
risks located in smaller cities and 
towns. 
It is on this account that the 
organization of the property interests 
in the smaller towns is being promot­ 
ed under the name of the Citizens* 
Fire Association. 
This organization 
now numbers over two hundred and 
thirty of the smaller towns in which, 
so far this year, the losses to premi­ 
ums paid is only twenty-six per cent." 
Association Has 
a B ranch H ere. 
Janesville has a branch of the asso­ 
ciation, and the circular just sent out 
to local members says: 
“ We think there is special need for 
the work which this association is per­ 
forming, not only on account of une­ 
qual ratings, but because of many 
other elements which augment the 
fire hazard and which apply almost 
wholly to the metropolitan cities. 
“ The monstrously tall and large 
buildings th at are being and have 
been in recent years erected in the 
large cities are 6ure to furnish the fre­ 
quent millionaire fires of the future, 
being of a size far beyond the reach 
and control of any fire department. 
“ The element of anarchy whose 
common weapon is the bomb and the 
torch spends its greatest force in the 
metropolitsn cities and as these munic­ 
ipalities naturally draw unto them­ 
selves a large percentage of all the 
forces and danger of untried beating, 
lighting and power appliances during 
the experimental stages. 
Risks Should Be Separated. 
Because of tl^se all important and 
essential reasons, and others that we 
might mention, it is high time that 
this separation process is put into full 
force and effect and if the property 
owners in the smaller cities and towns 
become alive to the importance of this 
work, it is safe to estimate that at no 
very distant day these small munici­ 
palities will enjoy a fire insurance rate 
fully forty per cent, below the rate 
they are now paying. 
“ It is, however, true that this is a 
work that cannot be accomplished in 
a few weeks or a few months, and 
property owners must needs lay hold 
of this great measure with earnest­ 
ness and patience, yet with the prog­ 
ress which this associated work ic 
now making, considering the energy 
and force its promoters are applying, 
the time for realizing good results can 
not be far away."

Say Such a Price Would be an Ab*

Barrier—Manager 
Maxcy 
Has Suggested a Sale on the Basis 
of Annual Earnings. 
Janesville will hardly buy the water 
works at the prices named inW. G. 
Maxey s reply to Mayor Thorongh- 
good's demand for the cost price. Mr. 
Maxcy stated th at the original cost of 
the plant was $310,000, and that the 
interest, the improvements, etc., up 
to date, make the total price of the 
plant under 
franchise stipulations 
$432,800. These figures are estab­ 
lished by Tonier, Clarke A Rawson's 
affidavits as to the sum paid the Wis­ 
consin Construction Co. for building 
the system. 
“ I hear it whispered," said a man 
who favors city ownership of the plant, 
“ that Mr. Maxcy intimates that in 
case the city desires to purchase the 
plant the purchase can be made at a 
much lower rate, and that he is will­ 
ing to meet the council or a committee 
and open negotiations with this in 
view.” 
Many people have put the estimated 
cost of the original plant without ex­ 
tensions at less than one hundred 
thousand dollars. 
Mayor Thorough- 
good, before leaving the city for the 
north, stated that he would bring the 
m atter before the council on Monday 
evening, but refused to make known 
the exact figures he had received. 
There is a feeling in the council favor­ 
able to city ownership of the water 
works, but a number of the aldermen 
who have thus expressed themselves 
will oppose the purchase at any price 
above ordinary cost of such a plant, 
insisting that it would be better econ­ 
omy to pat in a new plant of their 
own. 
“ If the city really wants to buy the 
plant,” said a Janesville man who is 
interested in the water company, “ the 
council will be given a price based on 
the net earnings of the system. 
This 
will be a good deal below the cost of 
construction and is the only fair way 
to figure.”

was steaming by it 
in his flagship. 
In an instant the 
order was given to beat to quarters, 
and had the shot been repeated, a 
broadside from the flagship would 
have been the answer to this distinct 
challenge of war. 
Fortunately, in­ 
stead of the expected dem onstration 
of hostility, an apology was received 
from the Turkish officials for w hat 
had been the blunder of some sub­ 
ordinate. 
This incident shows how ready a 
trained navy officer is to act w ith 
promptness upon occasion, and how 
neco'Stiry it is for him to deal w ith a 
prim facie case w ithout w aiting for 
inve> ligations or instructions. 
Our 
office rs afloat have often won the ap­ 
plause of the country by the readiness 
they have shown to act upon their 
own judgm ent in a difficult situation, 
and there are not w anting examples 
of a disposition to hold 
them to 
a strict 
accountability 
when the 
situation they 
have 
created 
has 
proved em barrassing 
to the gov­ 
ernm ent 
The Ingraham -Koster af­ 
fair and the Mason and Slidell im­ 
broglio are cases in point The action 
of Commodore and Acting Rear Ad­ 
miral Stanton in saluting the flag and 
returning the visit of the rebel B ra­ 
zilian Admiral Mello is to be consid­ 
ered in the light of naval training and 
navy precedents. 
In the absence of 
proof to the contrary, it may be as­ 
sumed th a t an officer of his experience 
w ill be able to offer satisfactory ex­ 
planation of his conduct when the 
case is on trial. The m atter of salutes 
between vessels of different nations is 
regulated by international agreement, 
and our navy regulations require offi­ 
cers to observe certain rules “in which 
the m aritim e powers generally have 
•concurred.’* These rules direct the 
prom pt return of visits and salutes 
from foreign w ar vessels, and when 
the officer extending the courtesy is of 
or above the grade of captain the flag 
officer m ust return the visit in person. 
It is true the navy regulations forbid 
the firing of a salute “in honor of any 
nation or of any official of any nation 
not formally recognized by the gov­ 
ernm ent of the United States,” but 
will it not be difficult to show th a t 
Commodore Stanton has violated this 
regulation? It is to be remembered 
th a t our officers in Chilian w aters 
were subjected to the harshest criti­ 
cism because they did not show more 
favor to w hat proved in the end to be 
the winning faction in the Chilian 
civil war. 
“They who in quarrels interpose 
must often wipe a bloody nose,” says 
Hudibras, and the perils th a t environ 
those who interpose in dom estic diffi­ 
culties of any sort are well known. 
They will be damned if they do, and 
they will be damned if they don’t 
It 
is w ith the Brazilian nation th a t we 
m ust deal in the end, and possibly 
Commodore Stanton on the ground 
. may have been as well situated to

enum erations not having been con­ 
cerned with every im portant feature 
of the social condition of tho United 
States. 
The first thing which catches th e ’ 
attention in the tabulations of the 
census bureau on this subject is tho 
vast num ber of young bachelors. At 
the ago of 24 years only tw enty men 
out of 200 are m arried, and even up 
to thirty years nearly one-half still 
rem ain single. 
Tho women do bet­ 
ter. 
At tho ago of twenty-four near­ 
ly half of them have become wives, 
and before they reach th irty years 
nearly 
three-quarters have found 
th eir mates. 
As a rule women m ar­ 
ry at an earlier age than men, and 
th is accounts in part for the differ­ 
ence. 
But the great fact rem ains 
the vast army of young mon of Amer­ 
ica rem ain bachelors a t an age a t 
which their grandfathers were the 
heads of families and bound to the 
the community by the strongest ties 
known in our social system. 
Exact comparison is, of course, 
impossible, owing to the absence of 
figures for previous years, but it is 
safe to say th a t this habit of bach­ 
elorhood has increased and th at the 
tendencies of modern conditions of 
life are tow ard its fu rth er grow th. 
As the standard of luxury—which 
we have come to call com fort—is 
raised, the cost of m aintaining a 
family becomes greater and the re ­ 
sponsibility becomes more form id­ 
able. 
The young man who can sup­ 
port him self in ease hesitates to as­ 
sume g reater burdens, which m ust 
involve some sacrifice of his habits 
and may bring the need of greater 
exertion as a bread-winner than ho, 
in 
his 
bachelor 
freedom, 
likes 
to 
contem plate. 
And 
so 
the 
young woman, seeing new oppor­ 
tunities of 
agreeable 
occupation 
opening up on all hands for those of 
her sex who have capacity for busi­ 
ness, for art, for industry of many 
kind8, may be induced to greater 
indifference to tho sentim ent which 
leads to m arriage. 
Yet, which is 
the better state? If longlife is tho de 
sired thing,these census figures have 
som ething of interestto tell the young 
i bachelors of America. 
They show 
| th a t of all the American men and 
J women who have reached the age of 
1bo years, ninety-four out of every 
I IOO are married. 
All but six who 
] have persisted in th eir bachelorhood 
have dropped out of the world.
